Amelia Jenks Gets Up to Beat Ocean Bound in 
Last Stride — Trainer Woodford Fined 



for Follie Levy Incident. 



New York. .Tune 30. — Jockey But well tossed o(T 
tb«* Merumid Stakes today with Woodford Clay’s 
Ocean Bound, the lx*st filly that has been shown 
this season. His carelessness right at the finish 
permitted Amelia Jenks. from the stable of Mrs. L. 
A. Livingston, to be the winner in the last nod. 
Ocean Bound was always a prohibitive favorite, 
while Amelia Jenks was 10 to 1, with Indian Maid, 
the only other starter, at even a longer price. Ocean 
Bound was giving away fifteen |>ounds to Amelia 
Jenks and ten intunds to Indian Maid, but was al- 
ways able to outrun them and But well was content 
to rate her along in front. Amelia Jenks moved 
up in the stretch and was lap|»ed on Ocean Bound 
at the furlong post, where the Clay filly swerved 
slightly. From there to the finish But well sat still, 
evidently in the belief that his mouut would bold her 
slight advantage. One stride from the finish Ocean 
Bound was leading, but in the last jump Amelia 
Jenks earned the verdict. 

Trainer Woodford of the Beverwyek Stable was 
fined $100 for his run-up of Follie Levy yesterday 
when he did not have sufficient to his credit in the 
office to make good the run-up. Tin* filly was offered 
again and Mr. Woodford again ran her up to $3. loo. 
the price at which she was knocked down to him 
yesterday. Owner Odom made the necessary $5 ad- 
vance to retain her. 

Sanctus rotated his victory in the Beacon by 
again taking the measure of Mellowmint over the 
full steeplechase course in an exciting finish. 

Guy Fisher upset calculations in the first when 
lie beat some good sprinters and Krikina was the 
winner, coincident with good backing, in the 
last. The race over the grass course went to Super- 
stition. the favorite, and Blue Mouse beat a baud 
of two-year-olds. 

GRAND RACING AT ROYAL ASCOT. 



Bayardo Easily Victor in the Famous Gold Cup— 
Americans Do Well with Four Rich Races. 



London, June 18. — No more brilliant racing over 
t««*k place at Ascot tliaH characterised the progress 
of t lie meeting just closed. The attendance as a 
whole was not up to that of last year, ami the faet 
that little but the sable hue of mourning was visible 
deprived the meeting of its usual glitter and fes- 
tivity. but what was lacking in gayety and capti- 
vating displays of fashion’s frip|>eries was atoned 
for by the genuinely high-class racing that marked 
Ascot's four days. 

By all odds tin* great race of the meeting was 
that for the Gold Gup. Here Bayardo triumphed 
gloriously and stamped himself truly a first-class 
race horse. Two French candidates of high class 
gave the race an international flavor that was iieight 
ened by the participation of Sir 'Martin as a repre- 
sentative of American breeding. One of the French 
candidates, Mr. Vanderbilt’s Sea Sick II.. managed 
to finish second, a head before Bachelor’s Double, 
but Sir Martin was a pulled-up and sorely distressed 
last. Thirteen started, a record for the event, and 
every one had gallantly earned on other fields of 
endeavor the right to contend for championship 
honors. Danny Maher was content to gallop Bay- 
ardo along in the rear for two miles, then wiih a 
half tulle to go brought him to the front witli a 
superb display of speed and. drawiug away, Bayardo 
won by an easy four lengths. The two miles and a 
half of the race were covered In four minutes and 
twenty-three and two-fifths seconds, one-fifth of a 
second slower than the record made by Bachelor’s 
Button in 1900 when he defeated the famous Pretty 
Polly. 

The collapse of Sir Martin was as uulooked for as 
it was startling, for on his running in the Coronation 
Cup be should liave finished in front of Bachelor’s 
Double. Soon after turnlug into the Swinley Bottom 
he raced into fourth or fifth place, but then collapsed 
as if choked, and Martin, finding that all was not 
well with his mount. [Milled him up. The son of 
Ogden passed tin* stands very weary at the tail end 
of the field, and it was at first thought that he hail 
broken a blood vessel. This, however, did not turn 
out to he the case. The fact is that he was twice 
heavily kicked while at the post for the Coronation 
Cup and afterwards was found to he so hurt that 
it was necessary to keep him in his stall for four 
days, and it was then impossible to again train him 
into that condition essential in the case of a cup 
candidate. 

American owners did very well at the meeting. 
H. P. Whitney won the Trial Stakes with Whisk 
Broom. All Ag**d Stakes with New Castle mid Wind- 
sor Castle Stakes with Borrow, while Charles Carroll 
carried off the Fifty-eighth Ascot Triennial with his 
excellent Meddler colt. Night Rider. On the first 
day of the meeting Mr. Whitney’s splendid Hamburg 
- -Lady Frivoles filly met her first defeat, when in 
the Fifty -third Ascot Biennial she had to succumb 
to St. Nat by a half length. St. Nat is held to be 
the best two-year old <*olt of the year, and after the 
race Joyner declared he had shown had judgment in 
not starting the Frivoles filly in the richer Coventry 
Stakes which was run earlier in the day and which 
he declared she could have won. Whisk Broom was 
also started in the Hardwickc Stakes, hut made a 
|K»or showing and seems to la* a fast rniler instead of 
a stayer. 

No mistake was made when Bachelor’s Double 
was installed favorite for the Royal Hunt Cup. 
Heavily supported in the ante-post tx*tting as well as 
on the day of the race his easy victory cost the 
layers a tremendous amount of money. Tin* Royal 
Hunt Cup. which was inspected by the king and 
queen on Moudav in I/>ndon, is a splendid example 
of the modern goldsmith’s art. The trophy is a two- 
handled cup and cover, with richly chased twisted 
acanthus leafage scrolls upon tin* laxly and foot, 
and a border surrounding tin* cover composed of an 
acanthus ornament mingled with flowers. The 
handles are formed of double scrolls clothed with 
acanthus and water foliage. 

Joyner, the American trainer, loves to see a jockey 
sit still on a horse, and lmtli “Sheets” Martin and 
F. O’Neill appeal to him. as these clever riders have 
well mastered this not altogether difficult art. 
O’Neill rode Mediant, trained by Joyner, in lx»th t lie 
big sprint races she won last year, and it was a 
treat to six* him come sailing home on Night Rider in 
the last race at Ascot Wednesday, horse and rider 
being In complete unison. 

For all-round good b*oks and stylishness Whisk 
Broom stands out prominently. Lithe and active 
Is this bcaiitifiillv moulded son of Broomstick which 
Joyner might well have viewed with tin* utmost sat- 
isfaction after having completed his toilet for the 
Trial Stakes Tuesday. A little lively at the gate, he 
was the first to hit the ground as the tapes flew up. 
and though Martin kept at hiui with hand and heel 
when rather more than half the journey had bceu 
covered, it was simply to stay his tendency to hang

Latonia Officials Rule Against Group of Kentuckians 
Who Raise Technical Point Directed 
Against Williams Youngster. 



Cincinnati. O.. June 30. — Governor Gray this after- 
noon furl tier demonstrated his superiority among 
western juveniles by decisively heating those that 
op|x>sed him in the fifth race at Latonia, including, 
among others. Oracle and Locliiel. His race today 
was in the nature of a preliminary to the rich Cin- 
cinnati Trophy to be run on Saturday next, and his 
showing made it certain that he will be an over- 
whelming favorite in it. Prior to his race this 
afternoon, Messrs. George B. Ott, J. H. Morgan, E. 
It. Bradley and J. M. Goode filed a protest against 
the starting of any geldings in the Trophy because 
in tin* original conditions it is sjx*ciflcally set forth 
that the stake is for colts and fillies. The protest 
was supposedly directed against Governor Gray, but 
the officials of the Latonia Agricultural Association 
ruled that he is eligible to start in the following 
decision addressed to Messrs. Ott. Morgan, Bradley 
and Goode: 

“Gentlemen: At a meeting of the board of direc- 
tors and judges of our association, held today, the 
following ruling was made in the matter of your 
protest concerning the eligibility of geldings In the 
Cincinnati Trophy: 

“The term colt in the conditions of the Cincinnati 
Trophy was intended to apply to male sex, includ- 
ing l>oth colts and geldings, and has so been inter- 
preted by general usage of the turf in Kentucky. 
If it had been the purpose of the framer of the 
stake to exclude geldings he would doubtless have 
specified entire colts. Ever since the inauguration 
or first running of the stakes then* has l>een no 
change in its conditions or the phrasing thereof, 
and no question has been raised as to Its interpre- 
tation. In the opinion of the judges the term ‘colt’ 
inolmles geldings, just as, under the rules of racing, 
the term ‘horse’ includes mare, gelding, colt or 
filly. The protest or objection is declared invalid 
and therefore dismissed.

The protest, directed principally against the start- 
ing of Governor Gray in the Cincinati Trophy, was 
not considered in good taste by many of the owners 
racing here. It is the first time that the question 
as to a gelding’s eligibility to start in this race has 
l>cen raised. The Fad, winner of the event last 
year, was a gelding. 

Ideal weather a ml a good card brought out an- 
other banner attendance today. The handicap at 
three-quarters was one of the best <*ontests of its 
kind seen here this season. Friend Harry and Right- 
easy figured in a thrilling struggle throughout the 
last quarter, with Coantless so close* up as to 
threaten to displace the two leaders. Friend Harry 
and Rigliteasy held on doggedly and finished heads 
apart, the first named winning, with Righteasy a 
neck In advance of Countless. Friend Harry ran 
today without blinkers and the change of riders aud 
equipment worked a big improvement. 

The closing dasli brought another close finish, J. 
YV'. Carter prevailing over Lady McNally in the 
last few' strides. In the opening race Sidney R. 
beat the overwhelming favorite. Pennyroyal. The 
latter quit lyidly after going half a mile. Topsy 
Robinson, which was purchased at auction last Sat- 
urday. scored at the first asking for her new owner 
and landed the purse in the third race after a sharp 
drive with Ilawksflight.
